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DOG SHOW, AT 


In our first edition of last week we gave, exclusively, an account of 
this most interesting exhibition, and the laudatory manner in which 
we felt bound to speak, has no need to be altered by anything that has 
occurred since wo gave our opinion. We are bound to assert that 
from first to last this has been ono of the groatest successes ever 
achieved in similar affairs, not alone by the very excellence of the 


avimals on view, but also by the excellence of the manage- 
ment. ‘The sole responsibility has been taken this year by Mr. John 
Douglas, who has aided in a very important degree the success of two 
preceeding shows—not to reckon his valuable services in the displays 
of horses and of fat cattle at Christmas. He has been so fortunate as 
to retain on this oceasion, as judges, Mr. Thomas Pearce, Mr. T. 
Walker, and Mr, W. Brailsford, for pointers, setters, retrievers, and 
spaniels; Mr. '', Walton Mr. Cornelius Tongue, and Mr. W. Walker, 
for foxhounds, harriers, and fox terriers; Captain KR. F. Greville, Mr, 
Hugh Hanley, and Mr. 'T. Wootton, for greyhounds, deerhounds, 
Newfoundlands, mastiffs, Mount St. Bernard’s, bloodhounds, foreign 
hounds, and sheep-dogs; and Mr. Tealby, Mr. G. Monse , and Mr. 
Rowland Hill, for all those varieties categorised by the small but com- 
prehensive word * toy,” » 98 bys 

he catalogue contained no fewer than{one thousand and aixty-three 
entries, including greyhounds (39), 

ointers (93), setters (96), retrievers 
59), Olumber spaniels CO» water 
spaniels (21), field spaniels (38 
mastiffs (21), Mount St. Bernards 
(18), foreign mastiffs or watch dogs 
(27), Newfoundlands (87), foreign 
hounds (21), deerhounds (22), blood- 
hounds (10), otter hounds Cy fox- 
hounds, stud dogs (4), &e. In addi- 
tion to the above, the toy and fanc 
dogs showed not the slightest dimi- 
nution, and included a choice variety, 
from the elegant Maltese to the plo- 
beian bulldog, who was exhibited in 
every species of ugliness. Among 
the covtributors was. FLR.H, the 
Prince of Wales, who sent eight dogs 
to the show, including a couple of 
kangaroo hounds, threo mastiffs, 
brace of greyhounds, and one blood- 
honnd, 

Of these yarious classes we shall 
enter into details, and give our own 
opinions as to the various merits of 
the animals exhibited. 

To begin, ad is beat, with the be- 
pinning of the catalogue, it is an 
encouraging discovery thatthe groy- 
hounds which have been most suc- 
cessful in gaining prices and com- 
mendations are noted coursers; for 
there was a complaint last year, and 
a not unreasonable one, that dogs 
of tried capacity in the field were 
yansod over as unworthy of notice 
fn tho show. Mr. 8S. Muggleston’a 
Fellmonger, the first prize grey- 
hound, is a well-known dog, and of 
scarcely inferior repute is Mr, John 
Knowles's Canaradzo, to whom the 
recond prize has fallen; while Mr. 
J. 8. Bland’s third-prize dog, King 
Hal, and his Princess Beatrice, that 
has taken the first prize in the female 
class, are both hounds of consider- 
able note. Tho large size pointers 
make a remarkably good show; and 
the firet prize dog, Mr. John Odlin's 
Pero, of blood not to be beaten in 
England, was sold on Monday for 
fifty guineas—not a single coin more 
ihon his value. Major Stapylton 
and Mr. J. B. Wilkinson are respec- 
tively second and third as prize- 
winners in the class of large pointer 
dogs; and among tho animals 
“ highly commended” is a pure white 
dog, ono of tho cleverest pointers 
in Mngland for his age, which is only 
eighteen months, It is rather sur- 
prising that this animal—Mr. W. 
Burnell’s Rap—was not considered 
by the judges worth more marked 
distinction. The bitches in the large 
pointer division, especially those of 
Mr, Statter, Mr. Ellery, Mr. J. L, 
Weller, and Mr. H. de Grey, are 
tino examples of this valuable breed 
of sporting dogs.

Those numerous persons who have an entirely erroneous idea of the 
true Mount St. Bernard mastiff, and who think ho is a big, blunt- 
headed, short-haired dog, will be able to correct their notions from a 
sight of this leonine brute, whose bulk is not stupendous, but whese 
limbs are the perfection of lithe strength. There are other examples 
of Barry’s stock shown by Mr, Macdona and by Mr. Taprell Holland; 
and Mr. J.T. Robson’s, Mr. Vincent Ambler’s, and Mr. Reginald 
Ames's dogs are well worth finding out by the catalogue if acciden- 
tally passed over in tho course of inspection, In the class of foreign 


maatiffs, a crogs-bred Leonberg dog, exhibited by Mr. Feil, seems 
deserving the recognition he has somehow missed from the judges. 
Thore are among the foreigu hounds several of great interest, ag 
exemplifying the breeds used in wolf and boar-hunting, and in all 
other diversities of the chase abroad. Colonel Richardson Gardner has 
gained the first prize in this class by his Hector, a dark-brown dog of 
the Black Forest, with light spots indiatincly visible. Hector has had

not fail to see by comparison that his favourite is not altogether a per- 
fect specimen of a shepherd's righthand companion. His namesake, 
ravers to whom tho first prize is given, throws him quite into the 
shade. 

In the fox-hound classes there are exhibitors whose names amply 
bespeak the worthiness of the examples they have detached from their 
keanels in the best hunting counties 
of England; and there are two stud 
dogs that would not be oasily 
matched, seeing that one of them, 
Captain Morant’s Sailor, bred by 
the Duke of Rutland, never missed 
taking a first prize wherever and 
whenever he has been exhibited ;

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57, toys of all kinds, Mr, B, James’s Biddy was disqualified, being only 
one ounce and three-quarters over ; and no doubt would, only for this 
mishap, have taken a prize. Mr. Ooleman’s Maltese, the smallest ever 
seen, took first prize in the latter class, and on the firat day tho 
owner refused £35 repeatedly for it, which is dog’s flesh at the 
rate’ of a guinea an ounce. In the Dalmatians, both first and 
second dogs were most excellent of theirkind. Never before was seen 
such a show of King Charles's spaniels, and so good were they that 
even Jumbo, Mr. Woolmington’s famous stock dog, was passed over, 
and the first prize awarded to Mr. M‘Phergon’s Blair Athol. 
Thero was a small Chinese terrier, but whether “every man 
to his fancy,” as Jemmy Shaw would say, be cultivated in the 
“flowery land,” we do not know, but it was the most comic 
of all comical animals we ever saw, and brought before our 
special attention by Jom Ferriman himself. Of the Maltese it is only 
right to mention that R. Mandeville, Esq., is again the great exhibitor, 
not only in this ciass, but, also for Scotch terriers. His Maltese Fido, 
a stock dog, was exhibited in an ornamental cage, surrounded by his 
wups and medals, and arrived fresh from Paris with anew trophy. This 
wonderful dog has obtained within afew of sixty prizes. Duchess, in 
King Charles's, as the champion of its olass—911in the catalogue, for 
once drowned all cavilling, for Woolmington, and others almost 
“ snarled ” over the honour of having been the breeder of such a beau- 
tifulanimal. In bull terriers, Madman again cannot be equalled, and 
Mr. J. Hincks again stands unrivalled, although the dog was out of 
condition. In front of the orchestra, on the ground floor, was 
exhibited the most startling French poodle, Nelly, ever seen, whose 
size, peerless form, and fleecy whiteness, no one can have any conception 
of, except those who have seen it; its owner, Mr. William Crisp,of Have- 
lock-stroet, Islington, refused 80 guineas for his pet, and stood out, for 
£100, Among the Newfoundlands, Mr. J. J. Houghton's Lion wears the 
medal presented to him by the Humane Society for saving a man from 
drowning in the river Lea. The beautiful Italian greyhounds are 
a fine class; but at present who can compare with Mr, Charles Mans~ 
flold's Fly, whose portrait has been given previously? In pugs, Mr. 
Henry Brown, the universally successful breeder, takes first honours; 
and Jemmy Ferriman again comes in for his fair meed of 
It ia but due 
to state, that although, unfortunately, the animals of His Royal 
Highness the Prince of Wales arrived too late to be judged, still the 
splendid condition in which they were brought by Mr. Elder, the 
keeper, reflects all praise, However mortifying it may have been to 
the Prince to have, been thus shut out, still his dogs drew admiring 
crowds. Mr, T, Chapman’s animals were much admired as well as a 
brindled bull terrier of Mr, Cabe’s, named Zillah, only 12 months old.

Tho course was from Erith to about a mile above the Nore Light and 
back. At 11.25 Mr. Arcedeckne, the commodore, gave the signal to 
get ready, and in five minutes later for the start. A light air prevailed 
at the time from W.N.W., but it was variable as such winds are, and 
was generally westward. It was a very fine start, all the boats cant- 
ing at the same moment to the north shore, setting their canvas with 
great alacrity with balloon jibs and topsails. The Volante was under 
weigh first, which was very creditable to her craw, as she was the 
largest boat. She took the lead, followed by Glance, passing the 
Niobe at the Point. Inthe Sands the Glance set aaquare sail, which 
she made good use of during the race. Niobe and Vindex were third 
and fourth, but in the middle of Long Reach Vindex ran through the 
lee of Niobe, and lost the third place. To attempt to detail the trifling 
variations of distance between them as each caught a atrong puff of 
wind would be a waste of space. The boats kept the order in which 
we have given them fn running all the way down. In Sea Reach tho 
Volante increased her lead materially, being especially favoured by the 
wind suddenly springing up when abreast of the Medway, which being

These vessels have sailed so cften that most of our readers must 
know all about them, However, in order to refresh the memory aiter 
the slumber of the winter, and for the benefit of young yachtsmen, wo 
will just stato thatthe Vindex was built by the Millwall Jron Company 
from Hatcher's lines, in 1863, and was the largest winner last year. 
‘The Christabel was built in 1857, but has been repeatedly alterod; the 
last time, we believe, was a few months ago, by Aldous. ‘The Glance 
was built by Hatcher in 1856, and has been a great winner aince that. 
time, The Audax was re-built by Harvey, in 1863, and was altered 
last winter by Aldous, wo believe. he Volante was built in 1850, 
and sailed many a good match before ahe was altered by Hatcher last 
year, ‘lhe Kilmeny is one of Fife’s Jast and best, aod some disappoint- 
ment was felt at her not being allowed to start, she being under 35 
tons, at least we believe that was*the reason. ‘Tho other five appeared 
at the buoys, which were placed in a very good line, in the usual 
spot, just above Nrith Ohurch. 

he heavy rain of the night before, and the drizzle of the gloomy 
morning, did not look pleasant for match sailing, and what was worse, 
the wind kept falling, so that when the vessels started there was a 
very light breeze, about West, the clouds hanging low and looking 
squally, ‘Tho first gun waa fired at11:5:55, the second at 11:10:25, aad 
in the light wind the great sails were hoisted with unexampled 
rapidity, every mainsail being well up by 11:11:35, aud the Glance’s 
topsail sheeted out by 11:12:50, All awung to the North; of course 
those out in the tide having much the bost of it, and they formed line 
in order een A They drove slowly through Erith Rands nearly 
before the wind, Glance alone seemed inclined toimprovo her position. 
The clew of Vindex’s topsail seemed to have given way, and after some 
ee whon sheeted out, there was obviously a temporary knot for the 
sheet, 

At the top of Long Reach they felt the wind a little more, and began 
to movo fast through the wator, but no change took place. In St. 
Clement's, Christabel jibed, and ran up to Volante, but could not pass 
her, and after a time jibbed again and fell back. Of Grays, Volante, 
Ohristabel, Glance, snd Audax were each about 200 yards apart, 
Vindex, porhaps twico that distance astern. Gravesend was passed 
at 12,26, soon after which all set balloon topsail and jibs, and the 
weather began to look leas squally, Of East ‘Lilbury Gtanco jibbed, 
and oatching the wind off the north shore, ran past Ohristabel, and 
nearly up to Volante, and for the next two miles there was a close 
struggle between these three, Audax and Vindex gaining on all, Soon 
afterwards Volante shot ahead, and so they went on continually 
changing places, but nearly all abreast. ‘Theclouds now cleared away 
and the sin came out, but thick and misty, whilst the fleet of barges 
from the Medway announced that the tide was down. Of course, there 
was no chanoe of reaching the Nore in time, so the steamer was 
anchored off Southend, cloae to a recently wrecked schooner, whose 
masts rose high out of the water. The vessels rounded as follows, tide

At Mucking, Vindex seemed to have 
all her time ahead, then Glance gained, and in Gravesend Reach 
Ohristabel picked up wearderfully, passing Volante and Glance. 

Gravesend was passed at 5°55, wind lighter; however they mado a 

ood leg up Northileet Hope, with » pleasant breeze. At Greenhithe 
index was Imin Gseo ahead of Christabel; 2min 25sec ahead of 
Glance; the wind fresher. In Long Reach Vindex gained much on 
Glance, and looked like the winner, though Christabel came up so fast 
as to bo, perhaps, the firat boatround, In Brith Rands, under tho hills, 
the wind fell very cali, and whilst Christabel was coming slowly over 
from the Kent shore towards the buoy, Vindex was crossing still more 
slowly on the other tack, and put aboutintending to place herself on 
Ohristabel's weather, but waa just too late, and Christabel drew slowly 
ahead, Vindex was, however, nearest to the winning flag at Erith, 
and though she did not put her helm down till Christubel was about, 
just shet in first. In the meantime, whilst these vessels wore 
becalmed, Glance caught a good breeze and came flanking wp, the con-

Welcome, most welcome beautiful June! with luxuriant foliage, 
many tinted flowers, and the perfume of new-mown hay. As the 
keen shot with a wistful glance at his “Manton” or “ Westley 
Richards ” revels in the approach of the coveted 1st of Sept., so have 
lovers of fishing awaited with eager expectancy the advent of June; 
for the broad bosom of the Thames 1s then uncovered, and the whistling 
line and tempting bait saw dimples in the shining water which for 
weeks hag been oblivious to punt or fisherman. While the yet inex- 
perienced aspirant has doubtless been reading up for the opening 
of the season, the old haud has, perchance, taken a critical survey of 
his kit, and both, the one with enthusiasm for the art he is green in, 
and the other with a keen relish for the sport of which he is master, 
prepare to seek at the various stations on the river the placid enjoy- 
ment which the followers of Walton alone can boast of. And what 
river save the ‘Thames boasts of such glorious scenery, or teems with 
such historical recollections? Almost every station is endowed with 
instructive reminiscences—T'wickenham, where Pope composed his 
sweetest verses—Hampton, immortalised by the great Garrick, and 
Richmond, renowned for scenery which the author of * The Seasons 
was nover tired of painting in his charming measures, and where once 
dwelt the “lass” whose graces formed the subject of a song which will 
last as long as the hills. ; 

In speaking last week of Oarp, I mentioned the pond of Hornsey 
Wood House as a locality where there are some fine specimons of that 
fish <A few weeks ago a friend of mine took one weighing over 6lb., 
baiting merely with a piece of bread, and fishing on the top, but of 
course now they are spawning, all fishing for them Is over, although 
in the season some good ones may be taken out of this water, 

The barbel, which I select as the subject of my remarks this week, 
affords perhaps as good sport and amusement to the angler as any of 
his companions of the stream, and is eagerly sought after by fisher- 
men of all grades, althongh when caught he does not repay in a 
gastronomic sense the trouble exercised in his capture, being a coarse 
ungavoury fellow, and deficient of all qualities which would render 
him agreeable or acceptable to one of epicurean tendencies. He how- 
ever makes up for these shortcomings by the rapidity with which he 
swims, his great strength and vigour, and the fine and exciting sport 
which he invariably exhibits to the fisher. He is generally to be found 
in the deep parts of rivers, in any holes or hollows which 
have been scooped out by currents, and in his nature is gregarious, 
He ia continually grabbing up the mud in quest of worms and insects, 
and from this peculiarity should be named tho fresh water pig. His 
appearance is somewhat strange, the upper jaw extending considerably 
over the lower, and he evidently takes his name from the beard or 
wattles which adorn his mouth, Although rivers generally abound 
with these fish, yet the Thames is, no doubt, the most renowned in 
England; and it is no unusual occurrence for eighty or a hundred 
pounds weight to be secured in ono day in the height of the season, 
and the months of July, August, September, and October will be 
found the most propitious, whilst many good ones are frequently met 
with at the close of the season. ea 

But the great secret of bottom fishing is doubtless ground-baiting, 
and perhaps that procedure is more absolutely nocessary as regards 
this species than any other, in fact if it is done three or four days 
previously, so much the better; and to attain this object procure as 
many worms as you can conveniently, and after cutting them up mix 
them with clay balls and bran, and distribute them over the swim 
which you intend to patronise, and if you add greaves and gentles 
you but still incri»se your chance of sport. ‘his is the modus 
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éperandi adopted by the Thames puntsmen. They receive a letter from 
an enthusiast in the art, albeit not much of a fisherman, appointing a 
certain day to try for barbel, and being well acquainted with tho 
haunts of the fish, immediately bait the best spots, so that when their 
patron arrives he has nothing to do but pull out the prey. 

The learner may adopt various methods in trying for this bearded

monster of the river, and perhap3 the most favourite is ledger fishing 3 
to carry out which procure a stout rod, similar to one used for perch 
or jack, provided with winch and running tackle, and twisted gut line, 
upon which run a bullet of some two ounces weight. Attach a swan 
shot ahout a foot from where you fasten the hook, which will prevent 
the buliet from running on to your bait, and care should be taken that 
the extrumitles of the worm are loft to play iu a natural manner, and

the whole of the hook is properly covered. A clay ball can also 
be used with advantage, containing gentles and other ground bait, 
which continually working out, attract the fish, and prove very seduc- 
tivein entrapping him. 

A still better course to pursue, in my estimation, however, is the fol- 
lowing: Take a cork float, and after drawing out the quill, cut it the 
size of the diametor of your float, and then again insert it, thus leaving 
your line free and uninterrupted play; use a few shots to sink your 
bait to the bottem, and the action of the water will carry float and 
bait down stream, care being taken to keep the line wellin hand, 
working it between the finger and thumb. You can in this way work 
twice the quantity of water you otherwise would, and make a greater 
certainty of aecwing him. When hooked, should he be large, he re- 
quires most skilful handling, being strong and vigorous, and whilst 
giving him requisite play, you must keep clear of the rocks and weeds, 
or a considerable period will elapse ere you land him, and perchance 
not at all. 

Having, I trust, given the reader a tolerably lucid account of tho 
habits and nature of this fish, together with the tackle and baits neces- 
sary tocapture him, I will, according to custom proceed toinform him 
where a day's sport may be obtained, and select as one of the best 
localities, Staines, a market town in Middlesex, about seventeen miles 
from London. Here stands, or stood, London Muck Stone, the ancient 
boundary of the jurisdiction of the Oity of London on the Thames. 
In the boat-house, swims, or where the old wood and piles exist which 
once formed portions of the old bridge, they lurk in abundance, and 
it is worthy of remark, that this fish, like the club, is fond of overhang- 
ing banks, deep holes, and any sunken timber, large stones, and, in 
fact, any debris capable of affording protection. Halliford and-Hamp- 
ton deeps are also noted spots for barbel, and these I prefer as yieldiug 
good sport; many poetical and interesting associatious are connected 
with them. Richmond, in Surrey, is also a well-known village about 
nine miles from town, and a train from Waterloo Station will soon 
deposit the fisherman, where, in addition to first-rato sport, he may 
witness the finest scenery in England. Tho historical student may 
perchance remember that our virgin (?) Queen Elizabeth died here, ard 
that Henry VII, rebuilt the palace, and first called it Richmond in 
honour of the title he held before grasping the crown; its former 
name having been Sheen, signifying in the Saxon, resplendent, 


ARTIFICIAL PROPAGATION OF SALMON, 

Salmon breeding owes its origin to the ancient Romans, who col- 
lected the “ova” and deposited it into the lakes, pools, and rivers 
that intersected their empire. The art of rearing and propagating 
salt water fish in fresh streams and impregnating new flavour to their 
flesh afforded them an agreeable pastime. During the disastrous 
and desolating Dark Ages, this mode of increasing piscicultural allies 
became forgotten, and it was not till the latter portion of the last 
century (1763)that modern perseverance reawakened this long dormant. 
discovery, the finder was Mr. Jacobi, who, not satistied with 
himself solving, the salmon problem, published a graphic account of 
artificial fish catching in a treatise in the Gallic tongue—attributing 
the recognition to the natural action of the breeding fish—observing 
that the process of sexual impregnation was entirely an external act. 

He tried careful manipulation, and, conducting artificial hatching on 
an. extensive scale, a constant and unfailing supply of tish was the ra- 
sult—these experiments were of infinite’ solidity and importance and 
obtained a pension for life to Jacobt. 

This system has since extended into Great Britain, Spain, Holland, 
Turkey and other countries. It was lately considerably improved on 
by M. Joseph Kenny and M. Gehin, natives of La Bresso a villago in 
the department of Vosges, noar the Moselle river in 1842. Mr. Boccius, 
O. E., in 1848 issued a work on the same subject and the present par- 
fection of the salmon breeding from “ ova,” waa effected by Mr, Shaw, 
about twenty years ago, who constructed many magnificent bresding 
ponds in England.—H.O.P.

THE TWO ELEVENS—ALL-ENGLAND AGAINST THE 
UNITED. 

_ A great deal of joalousy was at one timo exhibited between the two 
Elevens, who met on fonday last, but mutual interest at length 
brought them together, for the Cricketers’ Benevolent Fund had been 
established, and in 1857 the two elubs held out the right hand of fel- 
lowship, and the two Hlevens played in the praise-worthy rivalry for 
the benefit of the Fund. They then met, as they have done now, on 

ord’s Ground, and the first established club won by four wickets. 
They have played subsequently at Lord's, at Manchester, and at the 
Oval, and on all occasions for the good object of the ‘ Cricketers’ 
Pand,” the timo generally being about the Whitsuntide holidays, and 
the match we are about to describe was commenced on last Whit-Mon- 
day, June 5th. «There has been in all fourteen matches, out of which 
two were unfinished, and each:Eleven have won half a dozen each; and, 
therefore, itis not to be wondered at that the match in question was 
beset with large interest, seeing that they were ‘trick and tie.” The 
“old Eleven,” as the All-Rngland are termed, must rank first, but tha 
United have brought out such men as Robert Carpenter, ‘l'om Hearne, 
T. Hayward. ‘Tarrant, and others that aro the very firat to either 
handle the willow, “troll” the superficial piece of leather, or nimbly, 
pace the groen sward in returning the ball to either wicket-keeper, 
long-stop, bowler, or him nearest, to forward it to the stumps. As this 
is (now that Kent cannot play All-Eugland) the great match of the 
keason, We shall go into the three days’ play, commenced on Monday 
last and finished on Wednesday. 

Tho weather was beautifully fine, and as early as ten o'clock the 
visitors began to arrive at Lord’s Ground, betokeninga largeassemblage; 
and alarge assemblage they had, At noon there were upwards of 
2,000 prosent; at three p.m. £85 had been taken at the entrance gate ; 
arid at ix p.m, it was computed there were about 6,000 visitors, form: 
ing an extended ring round the ground, in some places threo and four 
deop. The pavilion frontage seats wore all occupied by M.O,C. mem-+ 
bers and their friends, and there was a large carriage company present. 
The All Englaud Eleven were first represented at the wickets by 
Rowbotham and W. Oscroft, the latter being quickly disposed of by 
Grundy for one run only, and Rowbotham was, unfortunately for him, 
runout when in good play. Grundy was in fine form, for ho never 
bowled better, and, as will bo secon by the score, he took four wickets. 

* Hayward and Daft at the wickets showed a rare treat, while George 
Parr, by his play, remiuded us of his splendid leg-hitting of days gone 
by; but the nature of the game all round y » best shown when wa 
stale that Daft went to the wicket at abor a quarter past 12, and wag 
not disposed of till nine minutes past fou. and during that time only 

28 runs were made, Tho tine hitting of Tarrant and Edward Stephen- 
80n elicited well-deserved applause, and Wootton was showing good 
science when Greenwood, a most promising bowler, found out his 
stumps by aregular trimmer. 200 on the telegraph was received with 
loud cheers. Jackson made 17, and R. CO. Tinley bad to bring out his 
bat with only 3 to his name, the total amounting to 207. Out of the 
161 overs bowled during the loug innings of the All-England, Grundy 
delivered 59,(87 maidens), from which 57 runs were ebiained ; Atkinson 
bowled 41 overs, (16 maidens), for 55 rung; Reynolds bowled 85 overs 
(16 maidens), for 55 runs, one wide aud two wickets; Greenwood 
bowled 21 overs (12 maidens), for18 runs and two wiokets; and 
Iddison bowled 5 overs for 16 runs and a wicket. ho fielding at point 
of Carpenter was, as usual, A 1, and very severely was tho colt Smith 
tried fielding atlong leg, nearly a moiety of the runs falling to hia 
rhare to field; but he did his work well, On the part of the United, 
©. Brampton and J. ‘Uhowlis first handled the willow, but Tarrant’s

On Tuesday tho two latter resumed their stations, when Carpenter 
increased his figures to 17, and Iddison, by fine play, to 30 by a 
splendid driye for four, two threes, and four twos, the filth wicket 
having fallen for 51 runs, and the sixth for 82. Both Grundy and 
Atkinson marked runs rapidly, the latter by 43, in which 
Were two fours, six threos, and two twos. ‘Tarrant, Wootton, Tinley, 
and Jackson bowled woll, and the fielding was first-rate, Thera 
were over 4,000 spectators present when All-Magland commenced their 
second innings, Wootton and Oscroft going to the wickets to the 
bowling of Heynolds and Greenwood, the two latter being so near 
the mark that runs were but slowly obtained. ‘he latter batter 
did not score. Rowbotham’s 17 included two fours, a three and a 
two; and in tho like number of Woottou’s there were a three and 
three twos, the second wicket falling for 20 runs, and the third for 
45. Daft was ‘finely bowled by Greenwood for a “ cockseye;” four 
wickets for 46 runs, George Parr came next, and some file cricket 
was displayed most opportusely when his Royal Higtness the Prince 
of Wales arrived, attended by Oolonel Keppel, “nd was received by 
loud cheers. The Prince seated himself on one of the front bencheg 
of the pavilion, and remained to witness the game till within a few 
minutes of time.” As both batsmen kept geuiug runs, by way of 
giving a change in the bowling, Grundy took the ball from Greeuwood, 
Hayward was caught by Carpenter after a contribution of 21, com- 
prising four twos; five wickets and 93 runs. ‘Carrant then became the 
companion of Parr, and both preserved their wickets till play ceased 
for the day, 

On Weicdesday, ag the weather was again favourable, there wag 
over 2,000 present to witness the third day's p ay of this great inatch, 
George Parr and Tatrant resuming their innings to the bowl- 
ing of Grundy and Reynolds, when the latter having been 
relieved by Atkinson, Tarrant’s wicket was quickly found 
out for a score of 26, including two fours, oue a splendid 
drive to the woodstacks; the score amounting to 123 for six 
wickets; Geo. Parr played most cautiously, and only marked 
5 rans, while Tarrant obtained 20. Parr wats noatly had at short 
slip by Carpenter, but not until he had scored 48 by one of the best 
innings he or any other cricketer over played; his hits were threo 4’

match given proof, that, as a pedestrian, his style was an exposition of fair

note, The above ground has lately passed into the hands of W. Jones, of Ig- 
lington, the well known pedestrian, The conditions of the match were to walk 
seven miles within the hour, the backer of time laying the odds of £10 to £8. 
On the course a8 much as 4 to 1 could have been obtained on time with the ut- 
most ease, Indeed, one gentleman who was present stated that “a good thing” 
had been missed for once, as he might have been shot for a cool £200, There 
was however little money laid out, for not even the tempting odds had the effect 
of causing the friends of the “ Tonsor’ to open. The pedestrian had to make 
the circuit of the course twenty-eight times, and he had for his attendant the 
well-known Harry Andrews, who waited on his man, from the commencement to 
the finish of his task, in a painstaking manner, At the commencement of his 
work his style by no means gave his friends satisfaction, and for the first round 
he seemed trom his action to be labouring a good deal, so that the doubts that 
had been before entertained as to his ability to win beeame more confirmed. As,

host tecers in the best condition, The latter had for his mentor his trainer, the 
well-known Jehn Smith, the Regent-street Pet, who also most judiciously 
attended upon him, aided by the eelebrated William Spooner, while Mr. Wake- 
field, of the Grey Eagle, Grey Eagle-street, Spitalfields, was the umpire of the 
Fulham hero, he brothers Blandford, in raving costume, attended upon Miles, 
Harry Barnard was his umpire, Mr. Henty Woodstock held the unthanktul 
oftice of referee, and Mr, Charles Westhall and Mr, Edward Smith kinely looked 
after the time, There was a large gathering of the old school, and many 
thought that Miles would have a certainty, for at one time they laid even money
